It 
would be natural for Il Duce to wish 
for no further delay. 


ANOTHER PROBLEM 

There is, however, another prob- 
lem facing Mussolini which con- 
cerns also France and Spain, It con- 
cerns also the disposition of the re- 
mainder of the Italian forces now in 
north Africa. These remnants of 
Marshal Graziani’s army Now are 
presumably concentrated in and 
around Tripoli. There must be sev- 
eral divisions that have escaped 
from Cyrenaica and across the Tri- 
politanian desert. 

If Genera] Wavell continues his 
offensive to Tripoli, the fate of the 
Italian troops there will become pre- 
carious, If they were to surrender 
to the British, Mussolini could not 
conceal from his people that the en- 
tire Italian army in orth Africa, 
sent there under such ambitious and 
enthusiastic conditions, had been 
wiped out by the British. Such a 
confession could lead to anti-Fascist 
reactions in Italy of the utmost 
gravity.

Presidential Power and Congres- 

sional Control. 

Once again, in dealing with the 
lease-lend bill, we are confronted | 
wiih the perennial difficulty of the 
American government, It is how to 
relate the Presidency and the Con- 
gress that the Executive may 
have adequate power and the legis- 
lature may have adequate control. 

Never have we found, xcept tem- 
porarily, a definitely workable so- 
lution, Since Washington's second 
term the pendulum has swung back 
and forth from one extreme to an- 
other—hetween strong Presidential | 
authority and Congressional su-| 
premacy—from the Presidency 4s 
conceived by men like Washington, | 
Hamilton and Marshall, like Jack- 
son, Lincoln, Theodore Roosevelt, 
Wilson and Franklin Roosevelt to 
the Presidency as conceived by) 
Whigs like Clay and Webster, by 
the Republicans who fought Lin-, 
coln, by Thaddeus Stevens, or as 
administered by such Presidents as 
Pierce, Buchanan, Arthur, Harrison, | 
Taft, Harding, Coolidge and Hoover. | 
There is nothing new in the pleas 
now being uttered against granting 
powers to the President; they have 
been made against every strong 
President in American history. “No 
one at a distance.” says George W. 
Julian in his memories, “could 
form any conception of the hostility | 
of the Republican members of Con- 
fZress to Lincoln at the time of the 
final adjournment” of the Thirty- 
seventh Congress in 1863; “It was be 
lief of many that our last session of 
Cngress had been held in Washing- 
ton. Senator Wade said the country 
was going to hell, and that the scenes 
witnessed in the French Revolution

A sound relation will exist only 
when Congress takes the view that 
the way to exercise its functions is 
not to deprive the President of 
power but to increase the power of 
Congress to hold him accountable 
Congress will never grow strong by 
weakening the President but only 
by strengthening itself. This it has 
never done succ@ssfully and ade- 
quately. 

Thus Cougress has two great pow- 
ers of contro] over the executive 
the power of the purse, which is the 
control of expenditures, and the 
power of thé sword, which is the 
control over the raising of the arm- 
ed forces, the conduct of foreign re- 
lations, and the declaration of war 
and peace. But the American Con- 
gress has no effective means of ex. 
ercising either of these powers. In 
money matters, it authorizes and 
appropriates. But it lacks any ef- 
fectives procedure, such as exists in 
the House of Commons, for a regu- 
lar accounting and audit of the 
money it appropriates. If sucha pro. 
cedure existed, Congress would be 
in a position to exercise the control 
which a representative legislature 
ought to exercise. 

In military and diplomatic affairs 
Congress is even more inefficiently 
equipped to exercise an effective 
control. These great committees, 


| composed of men who rise to the 


Lincoln's administration js, in fact, 
a classic example of how our failure 
to work out a satisfactory relation- 
ship between the President and 
Congress will cause the pendulum! 
violently. As Professor 
Lovejoy had just reminded us, Lin- 
coln was at war for weeks before he | 
called Congress in session. He set 
up a limited conscription before 
Congress authorized it. He suspend-/ 
ed the writ of habeas corpus with- 
out Congressiona] ratification. He 
pledged the consent of the United 
States and paid out money without! 
appropriation. He waited till Con-| 
gress had adjourned and then issued | 
the emancipation proclamation. And 
while this was going on, Congress 
Was trying to run the war through 
a joint committee which undertook) 
to force the appointments and re-| 
moval of generals, and to interro-)| 
ate the commanders on their stra- 
tegic plans. And when Lincoln was 
dead, the pendulum ewung and the 
country had inflicted upon it a dic- 
tatorship from Congress which 
brought about the black history of 
reconstruction. 

No one can read the record of the 
unending conflict between the 
President and Congress without 
realizing, it seems to me, that the

He told the House of Commons 
that no American representative, to 
his recollection, had ever broached 
to him the subject of Britain's aime 
war and post-war reconstruction 
His statement replied to a ques- 
tion in the House of Commons by 
J. H. Martin, Labor 

Mr. Martin asked the Prime Min 
ister to give assurance that before 
any statement was made outside 
Britain on peace aims and recon 
struction the government would 
first inform parliament 

Replying, Mr. Churchill said 

“There is such common compre- 
hension in the United States of 
what we are fighting for and what 
we stand for that I cannot recall 
any occasion when the question of 
peace aims or reconstruction has 
been mentioned by any of the re- 
presentatives of the American 
government whom I have seen or 
corresponded with. 

“IT certainly can give the House no 
assurance about statements which 
may be made about war aims oul- 
side this country, or indeed inside 
this country, outside the ranks of 
the government 

“Statements of British policy will 
be made by ministers on such oc- 
casions as are agreeable to the pub- 
lic interest.”
